All 
checks should be made payable to 
the Disbursing Clerk, Department 
of Agriculture. All cotton buyers 
have been furnished with complete 
information about making 
ments on the seed loans, but should 
they have any diffieulty, Mr. San- 
ders will be glad to render assist- 
ance. He asks the full ‘co-operation 
of all farmers and business men. 

He states that the Goverment 
feels that the loans made the pro- 
duction of crops possible this year 
and that the Goverment loans 
should be repaid before other 
claims which the users of the funds 
may be liable for. A thorough sys- 
tem of checking will be put in ope- 
ration, and if there should be any 
one who tries to evade the payment 
of these loans, the Goverment may 
deal with that person in a severe 
manner.
